Startling Dispateh from Texas. 

The Fort Worth dispatch says: There is 
every reason to believe H. H. Holmes, who 
went by the name of O.C. Prattin Fort 
Worth, may be guilty of murdering Minnie R 
Williams and her sister Anna Williams, the 
crime having been committed probably in 
Chicago, and in this crime a man who 
claimed, when here, to be a citizen of Chica- 
go and calling himself Benton T. Lyman, is 
said to be an accomplice. Some time in Feb- 
ruary he came here from Chicago and placed 
on record a deed from one Bond to 
Lyman for 100 feet front on Rusk and 
Second streets, Bond got title by deed from 
Minnie R. Williams, executed before a notary 
whose name was said to be Holmes. On this 
property Lyman began the erection of a 
three-story stone building. At this time O. C. 
Pratt appeared on the scene and was introduced 
by Lyman as superintendent of the works. 
Pratt left town a few days later 
with many creditors searching for him. Ly- 
man had sold one lot to a Fort Worth citizen, 
who, fearing his titie was clouded by Lyman’s 
connection, began to investigate. He found 
Minnie R. Williams had been working for a 
typewriting concern in Chicago known as 
Allen & Co. She wrote late in 1893 to her 
sister, Miss Anna Williams of Midlothan, 
Tex., to come to Chicago, that she was going 
to be married and go to Europe. The sister, 
who was a teacher in the Midlothan Academy, 
at once packed up and left for Chicago, leav- 
ing orders to forward her trunk in a week. 

No Word from the Sisters. 

% No word ever came from either of the sis- 
ters. Aftera year the express company at 
Chicago notified the Principal of the Midlo- 
thian School that the trunks never had been 
called for. Minnie R. Williams by will was 
left half a block of property in the heart of 
Fort Worth valued at $60,000 and 
a farm valued at $15,000. This 
property has been all — alienated 
ostensibly by Miss Williams. Deputy Sheriff 
Fuchs was sent recently to find tne girls, but 
no trace can be discovered. Chicago is the 
last place in which Mies Wiliams was seen. 
When Pratt ran away creditors attached the 
property, but the court appointed a receiver 
who has been searching for Lyman, but with- 
out success. 

Pat Quinian is caretaker of the building 
at No. 708 Sixty-third street, where Holmes 
dwelt with the Williams woman. He was 
there as an employé of Holmes and he is 
there yet. Last night he was hunted out by 
a detective. He told all he knew about 
Holmes and the Williams woman and his 
story is of remarkable interest. 

It must be borne in mind that when Pat 
Quinlan talked last night he had not heard 
one word of Holmes’ confession in Phila- 
delphia nor yet of the news from Fort Worth. 
This is substantially Quinlan’s story.

TONNAGE OF THE GREAT LAKES DOUBLED 


In Ten Tears the Number of Vessels Have 
Vastly tncreased. 

Wasutroronr, D. C., Nov. 20.—Eugene T. 
Chamberlain, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, has made public his report which shows 
that June 30, 1894, the documented merchant 
marine of the United States comprised 
23,586 vessels of 4,644,024 gross tons. The 
geographical distribution shows: Atlantic 
and guilt coast, 17,468 vessels, 2,712,044 
gross tons; Pacific coast, 1,520 vessels, 456,- 
359 tons; Northern lakes, 3,341 ves- 
sels, 1,227,401 tons; § Western §riv- 
— 1,287 vessels, 287,325 tons; 

and mackerel fisheries 1,606 vessels, 
71,573 tons. During the decade wooden 
sailing vessels have increased 50,000 tons 
each in New York. California, and Michigan. 
The total tonnage of the great lakes has in- 
creased 500,000 during the last decade, or 
nearly doubled. Iron and steel steam ton- 
nage on the lakes has increased from 27,000 
tons in 1885 to 260,000 tons in 1894. The 
total tonnage of the Pacific coast has in- 
creased 35 per cent during the decade. The 
tonnage of all description of San Francisco 
rt is 307,226, Cleveland, 234,734; Huron, 
ich., 171.629; Detroit, 161.846; St. Louis, 
122,746; Milwaukee, 93,767. 


LAYS THE BLAME AT GERM ANY’S DOOR. 


It Is Alleged te Have Induced Denmark 
to Join in the Cattle Bovcott, 
Wasurineton, D. C., Nov. 20.—Our.govern- 
ment has not yet been officially informed that 
the Danish Government, like Germany, has 
prohibited the importation of American cattle 
and meat. Our trade in these commodities 
with Denmark is of insignificant valume, but 
if itshould appear the Danish Government 
has been induced to issue its decree at tha in- 
stance of Germany the correspondénce be- 
tween the latter country and the State De- 
partment is likely to assume a very different 
tone from thatin which it has been con- 
ducted. It is one thing fora nation to er- 
clude our meats on sanitary grounds, even if 
the case is badly sustained, but it is an en- 
tirely different matter for such a nation to go 
out of its way to induce a third nation to 
join in a boycott of American products. 
It is recalled that when Germany excluded 
American pork she induced the adjoining gov- 
ernments of Holland, Belgium, and Denmark 
to follow her example by the threat that she 
would place an embargo on their swine, to 
make sure no American hogs came to her 
through the ports of her neighbors. Conse- 
uentiy it will be seen the latest move of 
erman inspiration, as it is assumed to be, is 
in accordance with her old policy, and the ot. 
ficials will not be surprised at the announce- 
ment before many weeks that Holland and 
Be gium, which are as closely allied to Ger- 
many as Denmark, have followed hor lead.

EARTHQUAKE CAUSES A RISE IN LEMONS 


Reports from Messina Foree Prices to the 
Highest Point in Ten Years, 

New York, Nov. 20,—[Special.i~—Lemons 
at auction brought big prices today. New- 
cut Messinas sold from 75 to 80 cents more a 
box than was recorded on the first aale in 
1893. The reported earthquake in the 
Messina district has made a strong market 
for lemons. When information concerning it 
reached the floor of the New York Fruit 
Exchange through private cables it created 
much consternation among the fruit import- 
ers who had orders placed. It was reported 
from Messina that most of the packing houses 
are closed and people have fied the city. Busi- 
ness is entirely suspended and but small 
quantities of fruit can be shipped. The ex- 
porters were supposed to be packing the fresh- 
cut fruit for immediate shipment, and it 
is feared they will be unable to fulfill con- 
tracts. At the opening of the sale the market 
showed an upward tendency. and as orders 
came in from the West the brokers present 
forced prices up until $4.25 a box was re- 
ceived, the highest price known here in ten 
years.

LEVY FOR STRIKING CLOAKMAKERS. 


Chicago Cutters at Garmentworkers’ Con- 

: ventioa Report Success. 

New York, Nov. 20.—At the annual con- 
vention of the United Garment Workers of 
America a resolution indoreing the cloak- 
makers’ strike and levying an assess- 
ment of 50 cents on each member of 
the United Garment Workers’ Union 
for the benefit of the strikers 
was referred. There are 30,000 members of 
the Garmentmakers’ union, and it is esti- 
mated $10,000 can be raised by means of 
this assessment. At this afternoon’s session 
the resolution was adopted. The money will 
be expended solely for food at wholesale 
prices. Joseph Barordess, the strike leader, 
was elected a member of the union. 

‘The Chicago cutters reported they had suc- 
ceeded with but little difficulty in establishing 
the eight hour system. 

The Baltimore union was authorized to in- 
augurate a strike to abolish the sweating sys- 
tem. The strike will affect 6,000 workmen.

New Tonk, Nov. 20.—The body of Gen. 
John C. Fremont, the Pathfinder and 
first candidate for the Presidency on the Re- 
publican ticket, has never been interred, 
but has remained for several years 
in the receiving vaults of Rock- 
land Cemetery on the Hudson. 
Recently Mrs. Fremont, who livee in Los 
Angeles, Cal., requested that the interment 
take place at once, and privately as possible. 
As a result the body will be buried in Rock- 
land Cemetery on the Hudson Thursday 
afternoon. under the direction of the Asso- 
ciated Pioneers of the Territorial Days of 
California.

TALE OF HORROR RELATED BY HOLMES. 


Special Agent Perry Repeats What He Says 
the Fellow Told Him. 

PRTLADb Nr, Pa., Nov. 20.—H. H. 
Holmes, accompanied by Mrs. Pitzel and a 
pretty woman who calls he-self Mrs. Holmes, 
arrived in this city today in the custody of 
Detective Crawford and Special Agent Perry 
of the Fidelity Mutual Life Association. Mrs. 
Pitzel’s 16-year-old daughter Meda and her 
l-year-old boy also were with the par- 
ty. Mrs. Pitzel’s nervous condition was 
such she was unable to walk from 
Broad Street Station to the Central Station 
across the street and had to be supported by 
Detective Crawford and a policeman. The 
party was closeted with Supterintendent of 
Police Linden. Detective Crawford detailed 
the story of the trip. Holmes sat beside the 
detective with handcuffs on. The train had 
scarcely emerged from the Boston depot be- 
fore the prisoner, accoraing to the detective, 
offered him $500 if he would allow him to 
hypnotize him so he could escape. He said 
he had frequently hypnotized persons, having 
acquired the art from a college professor in 
the West. He said he could get the money 
from his wife and Mrs. Pitzel. 

Holmes said he was raised in Burlington, 
Vt. He went to college there and later in 


Detroit,. Mich. Here he formed the acquaint- 


ance of a medical student, who, he said, fur- 
nished the body in New York in the present 
ease. He refused to divulge his name. 
How They Got Insurance Money. 
During vacations they worked on farms to 
raise their college expenses, but one summer 
they found. themselves without means and it 
was then that the medical man suggested the 
idea of getting a body and beating an insur- 
ance company. This was twelve years 
ago. The doctor got his life insured 
for $12,600. They obtained a body in 
Chicago, took it East, arranged the details of 
identification, and successfully got the money 
with which they continued their studies. He 
refused to name the cOmpany thus swindled. 
They worked the scheme afterwards with suc- 
cess, Holmes continued, obtaining sums 
ranging from 510,000 to $20,000, Once 
Holmes got his own life insured for $20,000.

At that time he wore a 
He ‘secured a body in Chicago, 
cut the head, and took the body to a lonely 
spot not far from the hotel. Then he shaved 
off his beard, returned to the hotel, asked for 
Holmes, and engaged a room to wait for him. 
He had brought the head with him and burned 
it beyond recognition in the fireplace of the 
hotel. This scheme, however, fell through, 
the mother of his wife wheh’she discovered it 
threatenmg to tell the police, and Holmes fled 
to the West. 
A Marder in Chicago. 


Holmes said while living in Chicago 
eighteen months ago he fell in love with a 
typewriter girl and furnished a house on the 
outskirts where they lived. A younger sister 
caine to visit them, and the woman grew so 
jealous of her that in a quarrel one day she 
struck her over the head with a stool and 
killed her. To save the 
whom he was living Holmes 
put the body in a trunk, 
with stones, and sunk it 
lake, This girl had property in Texas, and 
hejand Pitzel took it off her ds und sent 
her abroad. It was worth, be said, $40,000, 
and after getting it in their hands they went 
through Texas buying carloads of horses on 
notes of this property, but as they never had 
legal title to the property the notes were 
worthless, and it is for this they are wanted 
in Fort Worth. To save this property Holmes 
said he and Pitzel formed the scheme of 
swindling the Fidelity company. He told the 
detectives that for the crimes he committed 
he deserved to be hanged a dozen times.

WEDS MISS YOKE OF FREANKLIN, IND. 


Hoosiers Say Hard Things of Howard and 
His Dealings with Them. 


InpianaPpouis, Ind., Nov..20,—[Special, ]— 
This city furnishes an interesting chapter in 
the big insurance swindle case at Philadel- 
phia for which H. M. Howard (Holmes) wae 
arrested in Boston. Howard is accused here 
of having married Miss Georgia Yoke of 
Franklin, Ind., a year ago for the purpose of 
getting hold of $3,000, her part of her 
grandfather’s estate, He made two visits to 
this city and deposited a sum of money 
with the Merchants’ National Bank shortly 
after be secured, the $10,000 from the 
Fidelity Insurance company. Today the 
company, through Attorney Albert Wishard, 
begun suit to recover whatever is left of this 
sum in bank. It is believed all has been 
checked out but about $500. Howard’s wife, 
an estimable young woman, is a niece of Nel- 
son Yoke, Principal of one of the Indianap- 
olis public shools. He married Miss Yoke in 
Denver a year ago. He turned up here in Oc- 
tober, saw an attorney with a view to 
obtaining the estate money. He found 
the estate could not be settled for a 
few months and was requested to cali on the 
executor and file his claim. This he prom- 
ised to do the next day, but failed to keep his 
appointment. He suddenly left the city, and 
a few days later a detective appeared here 
Yooking for him. Mrs. Howard’s family at 
Franklin refuse to discuss the matter — * 
that she is somewhere in Canada. 

Terre Havre, Ind., Nov. * 
B. F. Pitzel, the man on whose life the $10,- 
000 insurance policy was collected, was ar- 
rested in this city Oct. 3, 1893, for attempt- 
ing to pass forged checks. He gave the name 
of Robert Jones, but afterward admitted his 
name was B. F. Pitzel. He bought clothing 
in several stores and offered checks of a Wis- 
consin lumber company ona Dayton bank. The 
merchants were suspicious and refused to cash 
his checks. He was arrested. He remained in 
jail several weeks when H. H. Holmes, now 
under arrestin the insurance swindle case, 
came here from Chicago and secured his re- 
lease on bond. Recently when the question 
came up of collecting his bond some e in- 
formed the court that Pitzei had been burned 
todeath. Pitzel’s picture is in the rogues’ 
gallery at police headquarters. The record 
shows he was 38 years of age, 5 feet 9% 
inches in height, fair complexion, black hair 
and sandy mustache; weight 155 pounds. 


MRS. PITZEL SAID TO HAVE CONFESSED. 


She Says Holmes Substituted the Body and 
Collected the Insurance, 

Bosrox, Mass., Noy. 20.—Mrs, Carrie Pit- 
zel, it is claimed, has made a fall confession 
of the alleged insurance swindle. It is said 
she has implicated Holmes, at whose sugges- 
tion it is claimed she went to Burlington, Vt. 
She said Holmes substituted the alleged bogus 
body for that of her husband and col- 
lected the insurance, but she was kept 
in ignorance of the whereabouts of the 
husband, who disappeared at once. Since this 
affair she has been moving about from place 
to place, prompted by Holmes, in search of 
her husband, and it was through the hope that 
she would be gent to him that she answered 
the telegrams of the detectives. Now she 
fears the body for which the insurance was 
paid was not a bogus one, but that of her hus- 
cand, Mrs. Pitzel also fears her daughter, 
Alice, who was the only one besides Holmes to 
identify the body, has been spirited away. 
as she has completely disappeared and Holmes 
is the last one known to have seen her. 
Ho! mes asserts he left Alice and the two other 
Pitzel children at their father’s home in De- 
troit a month ago and since then has heard 
nothing from them, Holmes further said 
when he came to Boston Tuesday last he in- 
tended to take passage for Berlin, but changed 
his mind and before he could perfect other 
plans the detectives had him.

GERMANS TIRE OF ENGLAND'S WAYS. 


Semi-Official Utterances That Are Threat- 
ening in Tone. 

Loxpox, Nov. 20,—A Berlin dispatch says 
the semi-official Cologne Gazette publishes an 
article in which it says the Anglo-German re- 
lations have not improved recently. Finding 
the antagonism between itself and France in- 
creasing in all quarters of the globe, Great 
Britain is seeking another power to pull the 
chestnuts out of the fire for her without dam- 
age or extravagant compensation. Lord 
Rosebery has recognized this power in Rus- 
sia, and the paper congratulates him upon his 
choice. Continuing the Gazette says: 

England is throwing hindrances in the way of 
German colonial andertakings. If this policy is 
persisted in England and Germany will come in 
collision. England has employed the most con- 
temptible means to hinder Germany’s progress 
in the Camsroons, Togo, Samoa, and Delagoa 
Bay. Germany’s patience is exhausted. England 
must be aware that Germany has a power and the 
will to prevent a continuance of this antagonism. 

Another dispatch from Berlin says though 
it would be too much to assume that the ut- 
terances of the Cologne_Gazette are semi-of- 
ficial, it must be confessed they certainly re- 
flect the views of a large section of the polit- 
ical world in Germany.

Frumes, Austria, Nov. 20.—The walls of the 
new Governor’s palace, which is now being 
erected here, collapsed today and buried a 
number of workmen in the ruins.

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Tus New York Bulletin takes the position 
which Tun Tatsuye advocated last summer, 
that the Treasury gold reserve should be re- 
stored not merely to its usual misimum of 
100 millions (which was provided only 
against the greenbacks), but also to an 
amount proportionately covering the Sherman 
notes issued since the passage of the law of 

July 14, 1890. The removal of the danger of 
further silver inflation is an insufficient rem- 
edy. Governmeut notes have been discredit- 
ed almost as much by the depletion of the 
gold reserve held against them as by the fears 
about silver, It is important, if not necessary 
to absolute confidence, that a large portion of 
the government revenue should be in the form 
of gold, so that if it should be desired to get 
gold from the Treasury for et port rather than 
from the banks the demand could be met 
without a wince, and with no risk to the gold re- 
serve. Hence the suggestion made some time 
since by the Bulletin that a considerable por- 
tion (say 60 to 75 per cent) of the customs 
income should be payable in gold, Under 
present atrangements practically no gold is 
paid in for duties, The New York banks bave 
hoarded the gold for 
months, and paid out paper to those of their 
customers who wanted to pay import duties. 
But they now are understood to be willing to 
part with 40 millions out of their aggregate 
stock of 75 millions for the purchase of the 
new government bonds, which fact may be 
taken as an indication that they no longer see 
serious reason for apprehension of the dan- 
ger which they were among the first to per- 
ceive and to guard against.

Messrs, J. H. Hamline, J. W. Ela, and Harry 
Rubens asking them to serve as a commission 
to devise some plan under the present charter 
whereby the police can be divorced from pol- 
itics at once and also to draft a bill to be 
submitted to the next Legislature to make 
the reform permaneat and secure after Hop- 
kins has left office, The three gentlemen 
have accepted the Mayor’s invitation. 

If it were possible to believe, after all the 
tricks the Mayor played with the police force 
and the other empiogés of the city from June 
to November, that he was really in favor of 
civil service reform Tus Trrsuyz would be 

ready to sing: 
This is the day we long have sought, 
And mourned because we found it not. 


But it ie hard to teach an old dog new 
tricks. It is as difficult fora man born and 
brought up a ward politician to become a 
civil service reformer as it is for the leopard 
to change his spots. It may happen, but only 
by a matvel of divine grace. Therefore this 
paper fears that Messrs, Rubens, Ela, and 
Hamline, whose zeal and capability it does 
not question, are carry ing their pigs to a poor 
market when they put.their civil service ener- 
gies at the disposal of Mr. Hopkins. It is 
much as if the Tammany leaders were to call 
on the Lexow committee for a plan of civil 
service reform. 

Tun Tatum would rather see Mr. Ela and 
his associates codperating with the Civic Fede- 
ration in the preparation of the numerous 
bills which are required than to see them 
working by themselves under the tainted and 
fiy-biowa auspices of Hopkins on a small 
fragment of municipal reform. There have 
to be changes made from top to bottom, The 
police must be taken out of politics so effect- 
ually that they will stay out. So with the 
employés of other departments. But in order 
that that may be done the Mayor himself must 
be taken out of politics. If he is not all the 
reform measures «hich Councils or Legis. 
latures may devise will be but dust and ashes. 

The first thing to be done is to get the 
Mayor out of politics. That accomplished, 
the rest will de eaay. So long as it is not 
made au offease for the Mayor to use his 
powers, and the city employés to nominate 
and elect Senatots, Congressmen, members 
of the Legisiature, and county officers, so 
tong will there be occasionally Mayors who 
will be guilty of Hopkinsism. As Messrs. 
Hamline, Rubens, and Ela are strenuous civil 
service reformers, and belong to different 
parties, Inn TribtUnz would have been 
pleased to see them codperating with the 
other gentlemen who are looking after this 
important question instead of being switched 
off on a side track. For until the Mayor is 
out of polities national issues will not be kept 
out of local elections, and local self-govern- 

ment will not be in perfect working order. 
Real reform can be obtained from the Leg 
islature alone, and it is to be hoped that the 
Democratic as well as the Republican mem. 
bers will appreciate the necessity for it and 
vote unanimously for bills embodying tne de- 
liberate conclusions of the best men of this 
city regardless of party, who ba ve had tne im- 
perative need of sweeping reform impressed 
on them by the events of the last few months. 


CONTESTING THE RIGHT TO THE 
MAYORALTY. 

Some years ago a lawfuliy elected candi- 
date for Mayor was deprived of an entire 
two years’ term. He strove for nearly a 
year to get justice, but the County Court was 
too much for him and he gave up the contest 
in despair. It is the belief of a majority of 
the citizens of Chicago that the present 
Mayor was not lawfully elected, and that but 
for frauds which could be shown had there 
been an opportunity another man would have 
filled the Mayor's chair for the last eleven 
months, 

This bas happened twice and it ought not 
to be possible for it to bappen again. The 
way to prevent it is for the Legislature to 
pass a bill allowing any Judge of the Circuit 
or Superior Court to hear an election contest. 
At present the County Court alone has juris- 
diction. If the Judge of that court so pleases 
he can plead that he is overwhelmed with 
business, and after dawdling over a case for 
about ten months can suddenly dismiss it. 

The Legislature should declare also that a 
contest for a city office or county office must 
be heard summarily. As the law stands the 
contestee has thirty days to answer in. Let 
the contestant go into court the day after an 
election if he chooses and produce what evi- 
dence he has, Then iet the contestee produce 
instanter his rebutting evidence, if he has 
any. Technicalities which involve delay are 
sadiy out of place where the title to an office 
is concerned. 

It is claimed that unless the regular form 
of procedure is adhered to there will be many 
frivolous suits, Then require the contestant, 
in case it becomes evident that there is no 
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contest has ended.

city in April, A bill should be passed before 
that time, with an emergency clause, provid- 
ing a inethod by the result of that elec- 
tion, if it should happen to be disputed, can

SPECIAL ASSESSMENT REFORM. 

“The Best Way to Amend the Present 
Special Assessment Act was the subject of 
discussion at the banquet of the Chicago Real 
Estate Board Monday evening. The most re- 
markable thing brought out is the fact that 
nobody who has any authority stands in the 
way of the proposed effort at reform. The 
Mayor favors it. The Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works favors it, so do the Chief of the 
Special Assessment Department and several 
others who might be named, All these have 
stated over their own signatures that they are 
willing to aid in abolishing an evil which 
some of them regard as monstrous and all 
think is a crying shame. 

This is encouraging because it indicates 
that those who are legally responsible for the 
robbery of the taxpayers do not wish the 
robbery to continue. They say so. Hence, 
as nobody else has a right to object, the way 
to a radical reform should be an open and an 
easy one. It must be supposed that these 
men have erred through neglect of their 
duties, that clerks ha ve conspired with con- 
tractors, and they with Aldermen, to effect the 
gigantic steals which for years past 
have been made from the pockets 
of tha taxpayers. But neither Alder- 
men nor contractors have any vested 
rights inside the Special Assessment office. 
They can be kept out and the establishment 
run on strictly business principles if the 
Mayor and the Chief of the Bureau so will it. 

Doubtless some of the amendments in la ws 
and ordinances which were recommended by 
sveakers at the banquet would conduce to im- 
provement, but the desired refarm can be 
»rought about independently of them, if the 
Mayor and his appointees so will it, or at 
least those officials can abate much of the 
evil while waiting for legislative or Council 
enactments designed to prevent the perpetra- 
tion of such steals in the future. It would be 
an easy matter for the Mayor to give his 
chiefs to understand that their services would 
not be required if it were found that after the 
issuance of his instructions they or their sub- 
ordinates had made a gross overassessment 
or passed notoriously bad work as having 
been done according to contract. If the 
chiefs believed him to be in earnest, and 
that he would keep his eyes open for signs of 
fraud, they, too, woula be in earnest with 
their underlings, and the lattersoon would find 
they had to reform or walk the plank and 
leave a vacancy for other if not better mon. 
Furthermore, if the taxpayers should show 
they are determined to prove at the polls that 
they have no use for a Mayor who will not do 
his duty in this respect they can command the 
situation. Then, if a few of them would insti- 
tute criminal proceedings in cases where they 
are wrongfully kept out of their rebates there 
would be a little more diligence and less dis- 
position to hang on to funds for the sake 
of the interest. 

The most crying evil is in the Special Assess- 
ment office. That is the place where the 


proper cost of work to be done is increased 


by 40 to 50 per cent, or in some cases even 
more than that. It is the avenue through 
which the steals are effected, either through 
ignorance or connivance on the part of of- 
ficials, but for which contractors would be 
powerless to make large divvies with Al- 
dermen and recoup themselves by big bille 
for extras to be paid out of what belongs 
to overassessed taxpayers, 

The Real Estate Board is doing a work of 
immense value to the city. Probably a most 
valuable feature of the work to be done be- 
fore it is through with the matter will be tho 
formulation of a plan for bringing about a 
radical thange in methods whether the clerks 
and their superiors desire it or not. But in 
the meantime a great part of the evil could 
be cut off summarily as above indicated, and 
it will be done if the Mayor has any regard 
for the rights of property-owners and the 
prosperity ol the city, now that his attention 
has been called to the disgraceful robbery 
which is being practiced almost daily under 
his administration, and by men who solely 
are responsible to himself or to those directly 
appointed by him. 


LET THE CENTRAL COMMITTEES SETTLE 
IT. 

The Australian ballot law provides that the 
names of candidates may be put on the ticket 
either by petition or by nomination of regular 
party conventions. It says further that in 
case there is a dispute as to the regularity ofa 
nomination it shall be settled in some cases 
by a board of State officers and in others by 
certain county officers. If there is a dispute 
as to who is the regular Repubiican nominee 
for Sheriff and two persons clalm the nomi- 
nation. the County Judge, County Clerk, and 
State’s-Attorney are given authority by the 
law to determine the question and say whose 
name shall be put on the official ballot and 
whose left off. 

Last month there were regular and irregv- 
lar Republican legis\ative conventions in the 
First and Fourth Districts. The Secretary of 
State, Auditor, and Attorney-General said the 
law authorized them to decide who were the 
regular nominees and the real choice of the 
Republicans in those two districts. Those 
three State officers were Democrats and it 
happened curiously enough that they decided 
in both cases in favor of men whom the 
Democrats would have preferred to see elect- 
ed if any Republicans were to be chosen. For 
the Democrats believed these men they fa- 
vored could be induced to vote for MacVeagh. 

These three State officers, who are familiar 
with ‘Democratic but not with Republican 
usages, took it upon themselves to pass on the 
methods of an organization to which they did 
not belong and to decide as to the regularity 
of contesting conventions, They had not the 
knowledge and it was not their business. The 
settlement of that question should have been 
left to the highest Republican authority—the 
State Central committee. Its decision shouid 
be final. 

The result of the interference of the State 
officers was that in one district the man who 
unquestionably was regutarly nominated was 
forced off the regular ticket, and the man 
who was not regularly nominated was forced 
on and was elected. Had the Republican 
State Central committee had charge of the 
matter this would not have happened. 

The law should be amended sv as to provide 
that in cases of contest over the regularity of 
nominations the highest party authority shall 
pass on the question and that State or county 
officers shall not intervene unless the political

$200 per year for men and half of that for 
women, Tun Tarsuys commented on those 
facts and onthe effect of our underbidding 
those wages in order to get business away 
from the manufacturers in Germany. 

The Appeal had no right to leave out all 
mention of these data and to lead its readers 
to think that all this is something which was 
concocted as original by Tun Trrsunz. It 
had no right after thus perverting the posi- 
tion of Tun Taisuns to make its Jeductions 
and assumptions, one of which is that we 
could underseli the Germans in most of the 
markets of the world, but without a hint of 
the fearful cost of the operation to our work- 
ing classes, Its action in this matter is con- 
temptible as well as unjust. It has no right 
thus to deceive its readers, It is true the 
editor of the Appeal is not the only one in 
the country who is guilty of this despicable 
misrepresentation. Several other papers 
have achieved an unenviable distinction by 
their persistent perversion of facts which it 
does not suit their policy to seem to accevt. 
But the circumstance of being in a numerous 
company does not make the conduct respecta- 
ble. On the contrary, it belongs to the rotten 
and stinking element in journalism, which is 
despised and contemned by all honest men. 


A GREAT MUSICIAN GONE. 
The death of Anton Gregor Rubinstein, the 
great Russo-Jewish pianist, composer, and 
teacher, removes one of the most eminent and 


| successful of the world’s workers in music. 


For fifty-three long years he has been before 
the public asa performer on the piano, sec- 
ond only to Liszt in the last half century as a 
virtuoso. Those who have had the good fortune 
to hear this heroic king of the keyboard will 
never forget the impression made by his mas- 


terful playing. The Paderewskis, Slavin- 


skis, Scharwenkas, and De Pachmanns may 
come aud go with their astonishing feats, but 
one goes back to Rubinstein as to the fountain 
head and recalls his artistio work as the 
standard by which to measure the new ap- 
paritions which are springing up so profusely 
and almost in a night. 

Anton Rubinstein was more than a pianist. 
Brilliant as he was as performer, he has taken 
a high position in the department of composi- 
tion. His six symphonies, especially that re- 
markabie instance of program music, the 
“Ocean Symphony,“ his oratorios, The 
Paradise Lost, The Tower of Babel,“ and 
Moses, hie numerous operas, and his cham- 
ber music and exquisite songs, attest his great 
productivity, and his success, except perhaps 
in the line of ‘opera, attests the artistic and 
enduring quality of his work. As one of the 
founders and the long time director of the 
Russian Musical Society he did ‘a great and 
lasting work for Russian music by bringing it 
under Western influences without at the same 
time abandoning its Slavic characteristics, 
This work has never been appreciated in 
Russia. On the other hand it made him many 
enemies and gave rise to cabal opposition 
which finally resulted in his withdrawal from 
the work. His scheme was none the less cor- 
rect and praiseworthy. His death lea ves a great 
vacancy in the musical world. He was of the 
heroic. mold, physically and mentally. He 
belonged among the great ones of his profes- 
sion, nearly all of whom are now gone. 
Much as he did for Russia he has done more 
for the world. He had honors galore from 
nations, and docorations from Kings and Em- 
perors, but he cared little for them. He was 
of the Beethoven cast, whom he singularly 
resembled. His place must remain vacant, 
as his successor has not yet appeared. 


MRS. WILLIAMS AND THE WOMEN’S 
CLUB. 

No definite action has yet been taken upon 
the application of Mrs. Williams, the colored 
woman, for membership in the Women’s 
club, Though her name was regularly pre- 
sented in accordance with the rules of the 
club the Committee on Membership, to whom 
it was referred, has made no report to the 
Board of Directors, demonstrating probably 
that the committee is unable to arrive at a 
decision. In this emergency it is inevitable 
that action must be taken by the Board of 
Directors. Should that body fail to act, then 
the question must come up in a meeting of 
the full club. It is altogether probable that 
either the board or the club will extend the 
honor of metnbership to Mrs, Williams, who 
is in every way fitted for it, and thus settle 
the vexed question. 

There is no other logical or proper solu- 
tion of the problem which now con- 
fronts the club. There is no question 
that Mrs. Williams has every qualification of 
membership and that mentally and morally 
she is the peer of any of the members. There 
is nothing in the constitution, the by-laws, or 
the preceaents of the club that forbids her elec- 
tie n. Whatever other lines may be drawn, 
the color line does not exist in them. 
The club itself is not a social institution and 
never was intended as such. It is as much a 
public organization as the Civic Federation or 
the Municipal Order League. Its object is 
the uplifting of female humanity. That ob. 
ject is not confined. to white humanity. No 
color is exempted. Its official motto, Nihil 
humanum alienum a me .” precludes 
that idea. It cannot shut out Mre. Williams 


unless it is prepared to show that Mrs, Will.’ 


lams is not human, If it does shut her out, 
then it must amplify its mottoso as to state ite 
purpose categorically, Let it declare that it 
deems nothing human a stranger to it 
unless that human is dark colored. But 
so long us its motto remains as it is the ex- 
clusion of Mra. Williams would not only be 
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serious mistake if it rejects her, and one 


whieh ultimately must hurt it in the eyes of 
Chicago as well as of the sountry at large. II 
it accepts her it will show that it has the cour- 
age of its conviction, and that its fleld of work 
embraces all humanity. Mrs. Williams’ hus- 
band had to fight his way before he became a 
member of the bar, but the white lawyers of 
the city have had no reason to complain, and 
have not been harmed. Similarly the mem- 
bers of the Women’s club will ba ve no reason 
to complain, and will net be harmed if they 
admit Mr. Williams’ wife to their member- 


ship. Some women in the Women’s club are 


making a mountain out of a mole hill,

ARMENIA AND ITs PEOPLE. 

The horrible massacre of Armenian Chris- 
tians by the Kurdish troops ef the Turkish 
Sultan calls attention to that comparatively 
unknown country and invests it with peculiar 
interest at this time. Itis an extensive re- 
gion, reaching from the Caucasus in the north 
to the Kurdistan Mouutains in the south and 
from the Caspian Sea in the east to Asia 
Minor in the west. It is for the most part a 
fertile and well watered table land, though 
the cultivation has been greatly neglected. 
The Armenians themselves claim to be the 
descendants of Haik, a son of Togarmah, the 
grandson of Japheth, who fled from Agsyria 
to escupe the tyranny of Belus. It has been 
successively under the domination of the 
Macedonians, Parthians, Romans, Persians, 

-Jews, Greeks, Mongolians, Mussulmans, 
Kurds, Turks, and Russians. Under the treaty 
of Berlin the Sultan agreed to inaugurate cer- 
tain reforms and protect his Christian sub- 
jects, but the agreement so far as the Arme- 
nians are concerned has been broken repeat- 
edly, just as his promises with regard to the 
Bulgarians were broken. At last religious in- 
tolerance has culminated in this crowning 
horror of the present century. The latest es- 
timates of population fix the number of Ar- 
menians in the world at about 4,000,000, of 
whom 2,500,000 arein the Ottoman Empire, 
1,200,000 in the Russian Empite, 25,000 
in Austria, 150,000 in Persia, 25,000 in In- 
dia, while the remainder are scattered over 
various parts of the world. 

The most reliable evidence goes to show 
that the cause of the trouble between the 
Turks and the Armenians is purely religious. 
A prominent Armenian in New York says: 

Of course there is a way outof it for ali our 
peovle whether the nations of the earth help us 
in the cause of humanity or not. Our people can 
escape by embracing Mohammedanism. But 
that they have not done all these years and they 
will not do. We have the Armenian Church. 
hoary with age, the Church of Christ, founded 
by Paul and Barnabas, and buildedon soil which 
their feet have trod, Theysay thereis no faith 
in the world. I reply: “Goto Armenia.” They 
say there are no more Christian martyrs on earth. 
I say: Go to Armenia.” The self-same glory 
which fell upon those ancient ones in the arena, 
at the stake, on the cross, has beautified hun- 
dreds and thousands of my countrymen with a 
beauty that can never fade away. They stood 
steadfast to the faith once delivered to the 
saints. and they will stand and die martyrs good 
and true. 

The Armenian Church is one of the oldest 
in the world. It claims to date back of apos- 
tolic times, though its historical founder was 
Suint Gregory. It seceded from the Orthodox 
Greek Church late in the fifth century, and 
maintained its autonomy in the face of many 
persecutions until the fifteenth century, when 
a schism took place through the efforts of the 
Jesuits, who sought to bring the Armenians 
into tne communion of Rome, Since the 
middie of the eighteenth century the church 
has been under the protection of Russia. Its 
doctrines closely resembie those of the Greek 
Church. It does not believe in purgatory or 
in indulgences, It has the sacraments of 
baptism, confirmation, the eucharist, penance, 
ordination, marriage, and extreme unction. 
In the clergy there are Bishops, priests, and 
deacons, and there are the Archbishop, the 
Bishop, and the doctor of theology, all of 
episcopal rank. The four patriarchs have 
their seats at Constantinople, Jerusalem, Sis, 
and Eichmiadzin, These are the general out- 
lines of the Armenian Church. It bears no 
resemblance to the Roman Church, but in 
most points is identical with the Greek 
Church, 

From the earliest times the Armenians have 
been persecuted both asa nation and a church. 
Their country has been a battle-ground for 
centuries. Their church has been the target 
of assault and their list of martyrs is a long 
one. Their cities and towns are filled with 
thousands of spies. Their mails are inspect- 
ed. When brought to trial upon any charge 
none of their own countrymen are allowed to 
testify for them. The Judge and jury are al- 
ways Turks. There are no civil iaws, All 
law is in the absolute will of the Sultan. The 
Kurds, fiercest of mountaineers, have been 
armed by the Turks and are given permission 
to harry the Armenians as much and as often 
as they please. How they carry out the Sul- 
tat’s license recent events have shown. The 
Armenian massacre is the foulest blot that 
has been made upon civilization and human- 
ity in the nineteenth century. The Turk has 

been more cruel to the Armenians than he 
was to the Bulgarians, for the Armenians, un- 
like the latter, are a mild, gentle, and peace. 
loving people. Under these circumstances it 
is the duty of the President and Secretary of 
State to iseue for the American people a ring- 
ing protest against the horrible cruelty which 
the Sultan has both permitted and encouraged. 


THE DEFICIENCY IN REVENUE. 

The New York Post thinks the new 50 mill 
ion-dollar loan of doubtful expediency and 
dissents from a suggestion by the Bulletin of 
that city that the government ought to re- 
quire a certain proportion of its customs du- 
ties to be paid in gold. It says so long as the 
Treasury keeps an open door for the redemp- 
tion of its paper issues in gold such a require. 
ment would be nugatory, as the man who 
happens to be short of gold with which to pay 
duties always can obtain legal tender notes 
from the bank, and with these can draw gold 
from the Treasury. It says it is not intended 
to favor a suspension of gold payments at the 
Treasury, but until such suspension takes 
piace a requirement that any or all of the cus 
toms duties must be paid in gold simply 
would put people toa little more trouble in 
paying their taxes. 

This line of argument is. weak and falle to 
take cognizance of the most vital point in 
the discussion. The great trouble with the 
government isa lack uf sufficient revenue to 
meet its current expenditures. Owing to the 
criminal incompetency of the Democrats the 
income is less than the outgo, and this neces- 
sitates a supply from otner s®urces if the

the government, ‘If they would remedy these 


| conditions gold would begin to flow into the

ions of American gold which is left at the 
mints would lodge in the Treasury vaults, 
and second, the government always could 
get gold from the bankers in exchange for 
paper money, the bankers preferring to 
have the yellow metal resting in the Treasury 
rather than have the burden of caring for it 
themselves. 24 Ne 

The Treasury holdings of gold may be com- 
pared to a special deposit of a stated amount 
in bank to tne credit of an individual. If his 
expenses exceed his receipts past a certain 
point he will be obliged to check out part of 
his gold, even though he might prefer to hold 
that and payin paper currency if the latter 
were at his command. If the government has 
a big surplus of funds it need experience no 
trouble in holding as much of the surplus in 
gold as may be deemed desirable. because the 
paper is preferred to gold for actual use by 
any one who has full confidence in the ability 
and determination of the government to 
maintain the parity of the paper with gold. 
If our government wishes to attain to this 
highly desirable status it should set to work 
to close up the deficiency gap in both direc- 
tions by economizing in expenditures and 
providing for an increase. of income, One 
very easy method of accomplishing the latter 
is to impose an additional tax on beer. That 
could be required to pay another $1 per bar- 
rel without injustice either to the producer or 
the consumer, and the increase of revenve 
from that source alone would exceed 30 mill- 
ion dollars per year,

This exhibit only means that more Democrats 
than Republicans failed to vote.

cent offers of China to the foreign powers to 
furnish the complete official correspondence 
leading up to the present war and has itself 
made public this correspondence. It is 
published in full as a part of the re- 
cent proceedings of the Japanese Diet. 
which have been received by the Japanese Le- 
gation here. The gist of the controversy has 
already been made known to the public, but 
the official letters between China and Japan 
give the first account of the sharp diplomatic 
fencing between the countries up to a few 
days before the war. The letters run from 
June 7 to July 14 and are numbered from 
one to nine. 

No. 1 is from Wang, Chinese Minister to 
Japan. It informs Japan a telegram has been 
just received from Li Hung Chang saying the 
Corean Government has requested China to 
send troops to suppress a rebellion of the 
Tong Haks. Viceroy Li, it says, considers 
the rebellion serious and therefore complies 
with the request for troops to protect our 
tributary State, first notifying Japan, in ac- 
cordance with a treaty provision, that each 
shall inform the other before entering Corea. 

No. 2 is from Mutsu, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of Japan. It pointedly says: Inu re- 
ply I beg to declare that although the words 
‘ Tributary State appears in your note, the 
Japanese Government has never recognized 
Corea as a tributary State of China. 

No. 3 isa notice from the Japanese Gov. 
ernment that it intends sending troops to Co- 
rea to suppress rebeliion. 

No. 4, China shows her teeth for the 
first time. It isa letter from the Tsung-Hi- 
Yamen, the Chinese Cabinet, to the Japanese 
Minister at Pekin. The letter expresges sur- 
prise that Japan should send troops to Corea, 
when it has not been so requested by Corea. 
It adds the following significant language. 

The sole object. of your country in sending 
troops is evidently to protect the legation, con- 
sulates, and commercial people in Corea, and, 
consequently, it may not be necessary on the part 
of your country to dispatch a great number of 
troops, and, besides, as no application therefor 
has been made by Corea itis requested that no 
troops shall proceed to the interior of Corea, so 
that they may not cause alarm to her people. 
And, moreover, since it is feared that in the event 
the soldiers of the two nations should meet on 
the way cases of unexpected accidents might oc- 
cur, owing to the difference of language and mil- 
itary etiquette, we beg to request in addition 
that you will be good enough to telegraph the 
purport of this communication to the govern- 
ment of Japan. 

No. 5 is Japan's answer to the Tsung-Li- 
Yamen, in which Japan also shows her teeth. 
It says: 

As to the number of troops to be sent to Corea 
the Japanese government is compelled to exer- 
cise its own judgment. Although no restriction 
is placed upon the movement of the Japanese 
troops in Corea they will not be sent where their 
presence is not deemed necessary. The Japan- 
ese tropps are under strict discipline, and the 
Japanese government is confident that they will 
not precipitate a collision with the Chinese 
forces. It is hoped that: China has adopted sim- 
ilar precautions. 

No. Gis an offer of the Japanese Govern- 
ment to join China in a general readjustment 
of Corea on modern lines. 

No. 7 is China's rejection of the offer, in 
which she says: The idea may be excellent, 
but the measures of improvement must be 
left to Corea herself.“ 

No. 8 is from Japan to China, saying Japan 
can no longer disregard the law of self-pres. 
ervation which impels her to reform the de- 
plorable condition of Corea at the root of her 
frequent rebellions. 

No. 9 is also from Japan to China, saying 
as China has declined to join in the ad minis 
trative reform of Corea, the only conclusion 
deductable is that the Chinese Government 
‘tis disposed to precipitate complications. 

This closes the correspondence, the last let- 
ter being dated eleven days before Japan sank 
the Chinese transport Kow Shing, carrying 
the Chinese troops to Corea. Japan's decla- 
ration of war followed six days later. 

Lonpon, Nov. 20.—A dispatch from Shang- 
hai says the feeling in favor of the Japanese 
in the invaded districts of China is growing. 
The mutinous Chinese soldiery are reported 
to be pillaging and outraging the inhabitants. 
A Japanese force under Gen. Osaka is an- 
nounced to have left Taku Shan Nov. 15 in 
order to attack Siuyen (Sioo-Yan), which the 
Chinese have fortified. It is added that the 
Japanese reached the town named Sunday 
morning and found the Chinese had fied. 
The Japanese are said to have captured five 
guns. It is estimated the Chinese force num- 
bers 6,000 troops of all arms. The latter 
are reported to have retreated in the direc.

French Minister Protests, 

It is understood the French Minister in

This right is be- 
lieved to be strengthened on the present oc- 
casion by the fact that the arrests were made 
firston a vessel sailing from a port of one 
belligerent to a port of the other, and second 
by the first-named belligerent within his own 
territorial waters, The parties arrested bore 
a letter to Li Hung Chang from the Envoy at 
Washington and also a formal contract prom- 
ising to pay $1,000,000 for the destruction 
of the Japanese navy and a specified sum for 
every merchant ship destroyed, It appears 
$100,000 has already been paid on account. 
Some doubts are entertained as to the nation- 
ality of Brown and Howie. They declare 
themselves English by birth, but Americans 
by naturalization.. One or both served until 
recently in the Brazilian navy. 


Foreign Loan Discussed, 


Much attention is given by the Japanese 
press to the subject of a foreign loan. 
government is at present strongly opposed to 
the idea of borrowing from abroad.

Butat least these questions are 
now discussed, and even this sas impossible a 
month ago. 

The Corean Prince has started for home 
after enjoying a round of entertainments of- 
fered him by the various government officiale. 
While in Tokio he naively attempted a few 
diplomatic coqu ettries with some of the for- 
eign Ministers, apparently unconscious that 
the game might prove dangerous if carried 
far, His inexperience led him occasionally to 
overstep the boundaries of etiquette, but these 
indiscretions were leniently overlooked and 
bis harmless by-play of international intrigue 
was permitted to proceed without interrup- 
tion. 

The German Government has offered 
through its Minister at Tokio the use of its 
hospital at Yokohama during the war. 

Facilities for communicatmg with their 
families and friends have been offered to ail 
Chinese prisoners of war confined in Japan. 

Great Earthquake. 

The official report of the great earthquake 
of Oct. 22 in Northern Japan shows that 
2,155 houses were overthrown, 2,006 houses 
were burned, 482 persons were killed, and 
661 were injured. The damage to property 
is estimated at over 10,000,000 yen. 

The Japanese army in Manchuria continues 
its match of invasion, with scarcely a show 
of opposition. Chiu Lien having been taken 
Oct. 26, the advance was resumed on the fol- 
lowing day toward Hwong Hwong, thirty-five 
miles distant on the road to Moukden. This 
city was taken Oct, 31, and, as usual, without 
the necessity of heavy fighting. The garrison 
fied in disorder, the majority shaping their 
course for Moukden. It is said before run- 
ning away the Chinese Generals ordered that 
Hwong Hwong be burned, but their arrange- 
ments were not sufficiently effectual to secure 
destruction of the 20,000 houses which 
the place contained. Gen, Yamagasta’s 
reports say nothing on this subject, 
but with regard to the capture of arms and 
ammunition he is explicit. Since the opening 
of the Manchuria campaign he has taken 
fifty-five field cannon, with 20,000 rounds, 
and 1,500 rifles, with 2,500,000 rounds. 
The total number of field pieces lost by the 
Chinese between the end of July and the end 
of Uctober is 155. Gen. Yamagasta has lost 
no time in announcing to the inhabitants of 
the newly occupied territory that they have 
nothing to fear from the Japanese if they pur- 
sue their occupations peacefully and abstain 
from interference with the movements of 
suldiers. Consequently most of the inhabit- 
ants returned to their homes,

Bartix, Nov. 20.—News has been received 
here of sharp fighting between the Germans 
and the Wahehe tribe. The Governor of Ger- 
man East Africa, Von Schela, telegraphed 
from Dares Salam that Oct. 30 Kuirenga, 
the capital of the Uhehe Territory, was 
stormed and captured by the Germans. In 
the engagement, which lasted several hours, 
Lieut. Maas and eight Askaris were killed. 
The losses of the Wahehe were heavy. A 
large num ber of cattle, much ivory, anda 
number of guns and rifles lost by the Ze- 
lewsky expedition were recovered. The Ger- 
mans also captured large supplies of powder 
and rescued 1,500 women and children who 
were held as prisoners by the Wahehe tribe. 

AmastTzrpam, Nov. 20.—Dispatches received 
today from the Islands of Lembok announce 
that the Dutch troops have captured the pal- 
ace of the Rajah of Lombok and that the re- 
bellious Balinese are inclined to submit. Two 
Dutch officers and nineteen soldiers have 
been injured by the explosion of a powder 
magazine, 

The commander of the Dutch troops at 
Lombok reports that he has examined the 
country in the vicinity of Tjakra Negara 
without meetmg with any resistance, He 
considers it probable the old Rajah was 
wounded and fied northwards. The com- 
mander adds he has sent to Ampanam 230 
kilos of gold and 3,810 kilos of silver. 


BAYARD’S SPEECH IS PRAISED, 


He Reaches Southampton and Is Wel- 
comed Like a Brother, 

London, Nov. 20.—The North German 
Lloyd steamer Havel arrived at Southamp- 
ton tonight from New Vork. Among the 
passengers were Thomas F. Bayard, Amer- 
ican Ambassador to Great Britain, and Mrs. 
Bayard. On the tender which went out to 
meet the Havel were the Mayor and Corpora- 
tion of Southampton, the American and Ger- 
man Consuls, and others. The Mayor handed 
to the Ambassador an address of welcome 
and referred to his famous speech at Wilming- 
ton, Del., in which the Ambassador had high- 
ly praised the British Queen of the peopie. 
The German Consul also made a brief speech 
of welcome. Mr. Bayard expréssed his thanks 
for the reception. He added: 

„I speak with emphasis and with the same 
voice on both sides of the Atlantic. I may 
say that the acceptance of my speech was as 
hearty among my own people as here. I be- 
lieve I understaud the heart of your people 
and my relation to it. I hope to bring still 
closer together the hearts and hands of both 
peoples. 

Mr. Bayard said he was far from believing 
the true meaning of the results of the election 
shoyld be construed as an approval of the 
spirit of what is known as McKinleyiam, 
which, he added, is a policy of isolation of 
American industries from any participation 
or community in the rest of the world.

Mr. Morrison said that two or three years 
ago he was requested by the late Mayor Har- 
rison to call at his house to meet a man from 
abroad who was anxious to consult with him 
concerning religious affairs in Amer- 
was surprised to 
be introduced to. a Hindoo, who 
said he was despondent over us and our cus- 
toms, regarding our civilization as barbarous. 
In religious matters, he said, we paid ex- 
travagant attention to externals and in tem- 
poral affairs to material intereste and to do- 
mestic science. American religion, re- 
marked this Buddhist devotee, was a strange 
thing. For instance, he was shocked to 
all our churches closed from Sunday to Sun- 
day, and our people visiting them only once, 
or, at the most, twice a week. Why, he said, 
in India the temples always stood wide opens 
and the priest of God was aiways in hi, 
temple, ready to offer prayer and sacrifice, 

Commenti on these criticisms of the 
Hindoo Mr. Morrison said the temples of 
India were, in a sad sense, the temples of God, 
for God was about the only being in them. 
The people when they came to worship stood 
without. A Christian church, on the other 
hand, was not only the house of God but the 
home of his people. The Buddhist religion 
was individual and solitary, but the worship 
of the Christian church was the worship of a 
corporation. 

Mr. Morrison then proceeded to speak of 
the church as a joyful place and as the home 
of music. He traced the music of the church 
from the time when Jesus sang a hymn with 
his disciples down the ages of history, some- 
times corrupted and abused, so that the Popes 
threatened to abolish it altogether, and then 
purified, restored, and perfected by 
modern genius. In conclusion he ad- 
dressed himself to the choir. He re- 
garded a choirmaster as the colaborer 
of the rector, and he would make his choir- 
master his most intimate associate, if he 
would allowit. He said it was just as hypo- 
critica] for a chorister to sing when be did not 
believe the creed as it would be for him to 
read the prayers when he did not believe a 
word of them. 

The Diocese Choir Association includes the 
most prominent people in the church. The 
patron is Bishop McLaren; the President, the 
Rev. S. C. Edsall; the Precentor, the Rev.

The buildings were heated by steam and 
there were gas ranges, supplied with natural 
gas, in all flats. From the hallways there 
were openings into a large, square chute 
which led to the cellar, and through which 
sweepings, paper, and light rubbish could be 
disposed of. F. A. Ray, who lived in Flat 48 
of the Dupont, tells the story of the start of 
the fire as follows: I was going down the 
cellar steps, when I heard Hitehcosk, the jan- 
itor, who attended to the steam and the gas 

engine, call ‘Fire!’ I saw that the rubbish, 
about two bushels of it, was on fire in the cor- 
ner. I threw a bucket of water on it, but, 
looking up, saw that fifteen feet of the garb- 
age shaft was blazing. I rushed at once to 
rescue my wife and child, In ten minutes the 
whole place was ablaze.”’ 

An alarm was turned in and Fire Marshal 
Mahoney im mediately on arriving turned in 
a 2-11, followmg it almost at once witha 
3-11. The fire spread with great rapidity and

There were twenty-five engines and six 
trucks on the ground. A special call was sent 
for five more engines, and later when the 
buildings north of Forty-fourth street were 
threatened tive additional were ordered. 

The north walls fell into the street shortly 
after 2 o’clock. Lieut. Frenk Goodwin of 
Engine No. 19 was struck by a brick on the 
shoulder and felled to the ground. 

The natural gas — exploded and, ma- 
terially aided by high wind, made a 
furiously hot fire A. yielded to the streams 
from thirty-five engines only when there was 
nothing left to burn. 

The Dupont and Knox together originally 
formed a single building, then called the Vic- 
tor. It was * at a cost of $90,000 by 
Russell Ulrich and . Beman two years 
ago. The Knox had a 48-foot front and 115. 
foot depth. The two buildings were divided 
by a solid partition wall except in the base- 
ments, where there were communicating 
doors across a narrow court. The two build- 
ings were four stories high and handsomely 
built of pressed brick, with interior finish of 
oak and hard woods. Nearly every flat in 
both buildings was occupied, A year ago the 
Dupont was sold to George C. Baker now 
belongs to his estate.
